Resolution* on Armenia Introduced by 
Mr. Walker. 
W ashington, Dec. 7.—When the house 
m et yesterday Messrs. Terry (Dem.) 
of Arkansas and Boatner 
(Dem.) 
of 
louisiana, belated members, were for­ 
m ally sworn in, and a committee to 
pass on members’ mileage accounts was 
appointed. 
Mr. Baker (Rep.) of New Hampshire 
asked unanimous consent for the im­ 
mediate consideration of a resolution 
calling on the secretary of agriculture 
to report to the house whether he had 
expended the whole or any part of the 
appropriation made by the last con­ 
gress for the distribution of farmers’ 
bulletins, but Mr. McMillan (Dem.) of 
Tennessee objected. 
The following bills were introduced: 
By Representative H arris of Ohio, 
levying a duty on wools, as follows: 
Wools and hair of a first class, l l cents 
p o 1 pound; second class, 12 cents per 
pound; third class and on camel’s hair 
o f the third class, the value whereof 
shall be 13 cents or less per pound, in­ 
cluding charges, the duty is to be 32 
per cent ad valorem. On wools of the 
third class and on camel’s hair of the 
third class the value of which exceeds 
IS cents per pound, the duty is to be 50 
per cent ad valorem. 
Woo^3 on the 
skin are to pay the same rate as other 
wools. 
By Representative Barham of Cal­ 
ifornia, to amend the act incorporating 
the Maritime Canal company of Ni­ 
caragua. 
One feature of the bill au­ 
thorizes the issuance of bonds not ex­ 
ceeding $150,000,000, with interest at 
3 per cent, to secure the means to con­ 
struct and complete the 
canal. 
All 
sums expended for materials and sup­ 
plies necessary to tie construction are 
to be purchased in the United States, 
except such as may be grown or pro­ 
duced in Nicaragua or Costa Rica, and 
no Asiatic labor is to be employed. 
Mr. W alker (Rep.) of Massachusetts 
offered a petition in the form of a reso­ 
lution from the naturalized Armenians 
of the United States, nine-tenths 
of 
whom, he said, lived in his district, 
and requested that it be printed in the 
Record. After reciting the alleged op­ 
pression and outrages of the Turkish 
government, it concluded: 
'‘Resolved, That the people of the 
United States, through their representa­ 
tives in congress assembled, hereby ex­ 
press their deepest abhorence and con­ 
demnation of the outrages thus commit­ 
ted on their American fellow citizens, 
as well as on other Christian subjects 
of Turkey. 
"Resolved, further, That his house, 
composed of the immediate represent­ 
atives of the American people, pledge 
its support to the government in every 
measure justified by international law 
and a common humanity to vindicate 
the rights of our fellow citizens or their 
families in Turkey, and to hinder and 
prevent, as far as practicable, the con­ 
tinuance of the outrages and massacres 
In that land.” 
Mr. Turner (Dem.) of Georgia, ob­ 
jected to printing the petition in the 
Record, and it was referred to the com­ 
m ittee on foreign affairs, after which, 
a t 12:3i, the house adjourned until Mon­ 
day.

Manufactur­ 
ers have much machinery idle at pres­ 
ent and orders thus far are not encour­ 
aging. Dress goods are in less demand 
and Atlantic all wool J cashmeres were 
reduced IO per cent. 
"Iron and its products are lower. The 
average of all quotations is 8% per cent 
below the highest point in September, 
but actual sales are frequently made be­ 
low quotations. Proposed combination 
of lake ore producers has not yet been 
effected and with the fall in the price 
of iron is less probable. Rails have not 
changed, while Bessemer pig has de­ 
clined $5 and billets $6 per ton, and a 
purchase of 10,000 tons for San Fran­ 
cisco from England is noticed, with a 
considerable importation of wire nails 
at Boston. Copper is weaker at 14 cents 
for lake, with narrow demand, and tin 
a quarter weaker, with the visible sup­ 
ply here and abroad 29,231 tons, against 
22,445 tons a year ago. Anthracite coal 
is weaker and sold at $3.80 here, against 
$4.15 according to circular.

ABUSE OF HABEAS CORPUS. 


Attorney-General Harmon Talks of It 
In His Annual Report.* 
W ashington, Dec. 7 —The annual re­ 
port of Attorney-General Harmon, sent 
to 
congress 
yesterday, shows 
that 
there has been an Increase in the num­ 
ber of criminal cases pending in the 
federal courts, as well as an increase in 
the expenses of the courts from $3,864,- 
808 in 1888 to $5,628,223 in 1895. The 
attorney-general calls attention to what 
he regards as the growing abuse of the 
writ of habeas corpus and suggests 
that the allowance of a stay by the Su­ 
preme court or one of its judges be re­ 
quired, at least on all appeals after the 
first. He asks for an additional circuit 
judge in the 5th and 6tfr circuits. 
The Northern Pacific litigation has 
called attention to the necessity of leg­ 
islation to regulate the appointment of 
receivers and judicial sales of railroad* 
parts of whose lines are in different 
states. He points out the desirability 
of the investment of a single 
court 
with control over the entire property. 
Prompt action is urged toward work­ 
ing out the solution of the problem pre­ 
sented by the government’s relation to 
the Central and Union Pacific railroads, 
and, as it may become necessary or ad­ 
visable for the government to institute 
proceedings against one or beth 
of 
these companies, he shows the neces­ 
sity of a law giving some court in the 
District of Columbia jurisdiction of tho 
entire property and all of the parties in 
interest. He urges the imperative de­ 
mand for the erection of at least one 
penitentiary in a southern state for the 
confinement of convicts from the south­ 
ern districts. 
The attorney general 
says the principles established by the 
opinion of the supreme court in the 
Debs case are of the highest value an# 
importance.

Phoenix, A. T., Dec. 7.—Latest reports 
from the vicinity of the San 
Carlos 
agency, this territory, indicate that the 
outbreak of the Apaches is of more im­ 
portance that was at first supposed. The 
bodies of four white men were found 
Thursday in the lower Gila Valley, near 
the reservation line, close to Fort 
Thomas, which was recently abandoned 
by the United States troops. 
This is 
forty-five miles from Ash Springs, 
where the Merrills were killed, so that 
it must have been done by a different 
band of Indians, and undoubtedly by a 
larger band. 
Settlers in that section 
are under arms, and the troops from 
Forts Bayard, Grant, and Huachuaca 
are scouring the country.

LABOR'S BIG MEETING. 


American Federation Besin* an Impor­ 
tant Session Monday. 
New York, Dec. 7.—Preparations are 
almost complete for the fifteenth an­ 
nual convention of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, which opens next 
Monday morning and will continue for 
perhaps ten days. 
It is expected this 
convention will be larger than any pre­ 
vious meeting of the organization. Dur­ 
ing the last year the membership of the 
order has increased about 100,000 by 
the accession of several national trade 
organizations, and the 130 delegates 
will represent about 800,000 members. 
England will be represented at the con­ 
vention by two "fraternal delegates, 
J. Cowey of the Miners’ union, and 
James Mawdsley of the textile work­ 
ers. It is intended to make the pres­ 
ence of these two Englishmen serve as 
a bond of sympathy and information 
between the two countries, at least as 
far as the labor movement is concerned. 
They will give the convention the bene­ 
fit of English experience in trade or­ 
ganization, and will

The cul­ 
tivated plant known as calendula may, j 
in different conditions, produce at least 
three different kinds of fruit. 
Some 
have sails and are suited for transpor­ 
tation by the wind, while others have 
hooks and* catch hold of passing ani­ 
mals, but the third kind exhibits a more 
desperate dodge, for it becomes like a 
caterpillar! Not that the fruit knows 
anything about it, but if it be sufficient­ 
ly like a caterpillar, a bird may eat it 
by mistake, the indigestible seeds will 
be subsequently dropped and so the 
trick succeeds. 
The next case is more marvelous. 
There is a very graceful wild plant, 
with beautiful, delicate flowers, known 
to many as the cow wheat. 
Ants are 
fond of visiting the cow wheat to feast 
on a sweet banquet spread out upon 
the leaves. 
Dr. Lundstrom has ob­ 
served one of these ants and was sur­ 
prised to see it making off with one of 
the seeds from an open fruit. The ant 
took the seed home with it. On explor­ 
ing some ant nests the explorer saw 
that this was not the first cow-wheat 
seed which had been similarly treated. 
Many seeds were found in the ant nur­ 
series. The ants did not eat them or 
destroy them; in fact, when the nest 
was disturbed the ants saved the seeds 
along with their brood, for in size, form, 
color and weight, even in minute par­ 
ticulars, the seeds in question resemble 
ant cocoons. 
Once placed among the 
cocoons it requires a better than an 
ant to distinguish the tares from the 
wheat. 
In the excitement of flitting, 
when the nest is disturbed, the mistake 
is repeated and the seeds are also saved. 
The trick is found out some day, for the 
seeds, like the cocoons, awake out of 
sleep. 
The awakening displays the 
fraud. The^eeds are thus supposed to 
be scattered; they germinate and seem 
to thrive in the ant nests.

Officials o f 
R ussia. 


Until within recent years the Rus­ 
sian frontier on the German boundary 
was guarded in a surprisingly weak 
manner for a nation so completely un­ 
der military rule as the czar’s great em­ 
pire. But now there is a strong cordon 
of garrisons only a few miles apart, and 
a careful patrol service between them. 
The chief duty of these garrisons is to 
prevent smuggling, and the introduc­ 
tion of nihilist literature into Russia. 
The duty is hard and monotonous, and 
the czar does not like to have his best 
trained and most effective regiments 
sent out along the boundary line. 
For the most part these garrisons 
consist 
of young recruits from 
the 
eastern and central provinces of Rus­ 
sia. They are seldom expert soldiers, 
and the lax discipline they are under 
is further weakened by their excessive 
drinking. Their small pay is doled out 
to them 
twice a month, and 
every 
kopeck of it is immediately expended 
in vodka. After the voka is gone they 
employ their spare time in making 
raids across the boundary line into the 
German farm yards to supplement their 
meager 
rations. 
Along the entire 
boundary line between these two coun­ 
tries there is a series of great open 
plains. Over these an icy east wind 
blows in winter, and the only way the 
soldiers can keep alive on their patrol 
is by the building of wood fires be­ 
tween the posts. Even then the patrols 
frequently have their limbs frozen in 
their monotonous marches to and fro. 
Hence it is not at all difficult to smug­ 
gle across the boundary, and, indeed, 
it is suspected that the soldiers often 
add to their small pay by making deals 
with the smugglers and turning their 
heads the other way when they pass 
by. Two very 
novel attempts 
were 
made last spring by the smuggling fra­ 
ternity, both of which proved success­ 
ful. In one case, late one night, a band 
of men in Germany began snowballing 
some villagers on Russian territory, 
and the Russians returned the attack. 
In the snowballs thrown from Ger­ 
many, however, yards of fine Brussels 
lace were concealed. 
This method 
proved most successful, for even the 
secret police did not discover it, and the 
guard of the frontier certainly had no 
idea of what was going bn. Quite as 
efficacious was the bringing of thou­ 
sands of nihilist proclamations through 
Silesia under the very eyes of the garri­ 
son. These proclamations were in the 
hollow staves carried by a body of men 
who passed themselves off as pious pil­ 
grims entering Russia on a sacred jour­ 
ney.
